There is no doubt in my 
mind but that Paul on his visit 
to the different Churches of 
yod had found many who were 
members: of the church alri.‘)t, 
but who were not living up to 
the standard; hence this admon- 
ition to walk worthy. I find 
many people where I go who 
Say they are saved but are not 
sanctified and they say they be- 
lieve in sanctification, yet they 
are not seeking God _ fof the 
blessed experience. Then I find 
others who have been sanctified 
but have not been baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and fire and who 
say they believe in it alright but 
are not earnestly contending for 
the faith and some of them are 
members of the Church of God, 
too. 

The question in my mind is. 
are they walking worthy? If 
not then they are falling far 
short of the blessings that God 
has in store for them and not 
only so but at the same time 
they are depriving others from 
getting the blessing.
